NIv@T SPRECH OF THE SESSI1ON—LAUGHTER 
“KENEWED LAUGHTER '—“ GREAT AND 
(ONTINCED LAUGHTER” —“ ROARS AND 

SUOLTS OF LAUGITER.’, 

From the Washington Repubiican.] 

The St. Croix and Lake Superior Railroad 
bill was up for discussion on Friday. Proc- 
tor Knott Rad the floor, and in the following 
speech, which, by all reports, was the richest 
and raciest heard in Congress for years, he 
gives us his impression about Duluth, the 
pre yposed terminus for the big job bow before 
the House:

{Laughter} And I felt a profounder humili- 
ation in my ignorance that its dulcet syllables 
had never before ravished my delighted ear. 
{Roars of laughter.) I was certain the 
draughtsman of this bill had never heard of 
it, or it would have been designated as one 
of the termini of this road. I asked my 
friends about it, but they knew nothing of it. 
I rushed to the library and examined all the 
maps L could find, [Laughter.] I discovered 
in one of them a delicate, hair-like line, di- 
verging fromthe Mississippi near a place 
marked Prescott, which I supposed was in- 
tended to represent the river St. Croix, but I 
could nowhere find Duluth. 

Nevertheless, I was confident it existed 
somewhere, and that its discevery would 
constitute the crowning glory of the present 
century, if not of all modern times. [Laugh- 
ter] knew it was bound to exist in the 
very nature of things; that the symmetry and 

rfection of our planetary system would be 
incomplete without it, [renewed laughter ;

In fact, sir, I was overwhelmed with the 
conviction that Duluth not only existed some- 
where, but that wherever it was it wasa creat 
and glorious place. I was convinced that the 
greatest calamity tiat ever befell the be. 
nighted nations of the ancient world, was in 
their having passed away without a know!l- 
edge of the actual existence of Duluth; that 
their fabled Atiantis, never seen save by the 
hallowed ¢ision of inspired poesy, was, in 
fact, but another name for Duluth; that the 
golden orchard of the Hesperides was but a 
political synonym for the beer-gardens in the 
vicinity of Duluth. [Greatlaughter.] I was 
certain that Heroditus had died a miserable 
death, because in all his travels, and with al! 
his geographical research, he had never heard 
of Duluth. [Laughter] 

I knew that if the immortal spirit of Ho- 
mer could look down from another heaven 
than that created by his own celestial genius 
upon the long lines of pilgrims from every 
nation of the earth to the gushing fountain 
of poesy opened by the touch of his magic 
wand; if he could be permitted to behold the 
vast assemblage of grand and glorious pro- 
ductions of the lyric art called into being by 
his own inspired strains, be would weep tears 
of bitter anguish that instead of Javishing all 
the stores of his mighty genius upon the fal!

et, sir, had it not been for this map, 
kinffily furnished by the Legislature of Min- 
nesoto, I might have gone down to my ob- 
scure and humble grave in an agony of de- 
rpai. because I could nowhere find Duluth. 
(Renewed laughter} fad such been m 
melancholy fate, I have no doubt that with 
the last feeble pulsation of my breaking heart, 
with the last faint exhalation of my fleeting 
breath, I should have whispered, “ Where is 
Duluth?” [Rvars of laughter.} | 
eat thanks to a beneficence of that band 
ministering angels who have their bright 
abodes in the far-off capital of Arcee oe 
as the agony of my anxicty was about to cul- 
minate e frensy of oe mag , this blessed 
map was placed in my hands; and as I un- 
folded it a resplendent scene of ineffable glory 
opened before me, such as I imagine Cons 
upon the ptnued vision of the prose ae 
ne opening gates of paradise. 
}» There, there for the 
¥ x the 
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men will examine it, I think will concur 
with me in the opinion that {t is far too 
modest in its 


futurity an the golden 
prospects ef Duluth far along the dim vista 
of ages yet to come. 

If tiemen will examine {t, they will 
find Duluth not only in the center of the map, 
but represented in the center of a series of 
concentric circles one hundred miles apart, 
and some of them as much as four thousand 
miles in diameter, embracing alike in their 
tremendous sweep the fragrant savannas of 
the sunlit South, and the eternal solitudes of 
snow that mantle the ice-hound North. 
[Laughter.] How these circles were pro- 
duced is perhaps one of those primordial 
mysteries that the most skillful paleologist 
will never be able to explain, {Renewed 
laughter.] But the fact is, sir, Duluth is pre- 
eminently a central place, for I am told 
gentlemen, who have been so reckless of their 
own personal safety as to venture away in 
those awful regions where Duluth is sup- 
posed to he, that it is 80 exactly in the center 
of the visible universe that the sky comes 
down at precisely the same distance al! 
around it. [Roars of laughter. } 

I find by reference to this map that Duluth 
is Situated somewhere near the western end 
of Lake Superior, but as there is no dot or 
other mark indicating its exact location I am 
unable to say whether it is actually confined 
to any particular spot, or whether “ it is just 
lying around there loose.”

The little family of Bethany were friends 
of Jesus. Ob, how much is couched in that 
one simple sentence, friends of Jesus. . 
They loved bhim,‘and were beloved by him, 
and the affection existing between them was 
of the purest and most exalting nature. 
We read more frequent and extended ac- 
counts of Mary and Martha than of almost 
any other female characters in scripture ; and 
to the fact that they wereso warmly attached 
to the Saviour, and were so constant and lov- 
ing in their ministrations to him, may be at- 
tributed the particular and repeated mention 
of their names, and of several prominent in- 
cidents in their lives. 
We know not at what period of his life our 
Lord came to know the sisters and Lazarus, 
but let the acquaintance have begun when it 
may, we are sure that it soon ripened into a 
strong and steady friendship. 
The sisters appear to have been very dif- 
ferentin their temperaments and ig eer ty 
Martua, the elder, was active and bustling. 
a notable housekeeper, always “ on hospitable 
thoughts intent,” while Mary was of a more 
quiet and intellecual turn of mind, ever ready 
to sit at the feet of those more learned than 
herself, and be instructed. Humility wasa 
prominent and touching trait of her charac- 
ter. Many were the stores of knowledge she 
rathered—many, doubtless, the pure mental 
Coe she culled from the teachings of her «i. 
vine friend. 
Among many otber interesting Bible inci- 
dents, we are told that, on a certain occasion, 
Jesus entered the village of Bethany, and was 
hospitably received by Martha into her house 
as an honored guest. She was anxious to en- 
tertain well, and was “ cumbered about muh 
serving ;’ for it appears there were other 
guests besides the Saviour. 
Martha busily employed herself in prepar- 
ing a suitable entertainment, while Mary sat 
at Jesus’ feet, eagerly listening to his teach- 
ings, opening her heart for the reception of 
knowledge he alene could bestow. So ab- 
sorbed did she become, that she entirely for- 
got to render her sister any assistance in her 
domestic duties; and when called upon to do 
so, still lingered until Martha's patience being 
completely exhausted, she appealed to Jesus 
thus : 
“Lord, dost thou not care that my sister 
hath left me to serve alone? Bid her, there- 
fore, that she help me.” 
Jeaus, it seems, had visited them often 
enough to be familliar with their household 
economy. He knew the extent of Martha's 
labours, and that Mary had been accustomed 
to assist her; hence the indignation of the 
former. That Mary should fail to feel for 
her sufliciently, did not strike ber as anything 
sy very unustal; but that Jesus, who ha 
ever been so kind and considerate of the com- 
forts of others, should ignore her toil and show 
no sympathy in this hour of pressure and 
trial, was more than she could bear in silence ; 
so she uttered, with some degree of bitterness 
and asperity, her complaint. She doubtless 
thought that he would chide her sister for her 
negligence, and offer to her condolence on 
being so unfairly treated. How keenly, then, 
must she have felt his rebuke. 

“Martha, Martha, thou art careful and 
troubled about many things; but one thing 
is needful, and Mary hath chosen that good 
part, which shall not be taken away from 
her.” 

It was spoken so gently she could not be 
offended, and doubtless ber eyes were inimie- 
diately opened to her own unreasonableness. 
She now saw and felt into what utter insig- 
nificance all worldly cares and tasks sink 
when compared to the mightier matter of 
spiritual aspirations and the soul's cternal 
salvation, and, in all probability, from that 
time ordered her domestic duties in such man- 
ner as to give herself more time to make one 
of the Redeemer's audience ; for although she 
had been so much immersed in various carcs, 
she, too, loved the dear friend of her brother 
and sister. 

At length there crepta sad change over the 
household of the little family at Bethany. 
The loving brother, the stay and support of 
the sisters, sickencil. All that skili aud affec- 
tion eould do was done to firstroliewe and then 
alleviate his afflictions, but all in vain. He 
daily grew worse. The friend who was their 
counsellor and comforter was absent, and 
they sent with haste to him, sssing: 

“Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is 
sick.” They Alid not say come, for they 
knew that of late the Jews had sought to 
stune him, and they did not wish to ask that 
he would endanger his precious life in their 
midst. Still, they expected that he weu/d, 
(for he was ever unmindful of se/f where the 
good of others was concerned.) or that he 
would render them assistance from a distance, 
for he had but to speak snd disease, no mat- 
ter how distant, yielded to bis command 
But he who had always been so prompt came 
not, nor did he send any soothing message, 
and they grieved day after day without 
knowing how to account for this seeming in- 
difference. 

The brother dies,and in due course of time 
is laid in the tomb. Still the days pass away, 
and they receive no tidings from their friend 
who, for the first time since they had learned 
to trust him, tarried by the way when sum- 
moned to render either assistance or comfort. 
Absorbed in their sorrow, they had for four 
days been visiting the grave of their brother, 
and had ceased to ask, “why hear we not 
from Jesus?” At last it was announced that 
he was coming. The impulsive Martha 
rushes forth to meet him, while Mary, whose 
srief had completely overwhelmed her, re- 
mained in the house until her sister returned 
and told her secretly ; 

“The master is come, and calleth for thee.” 
She then, too, rose up quickly and went forth 
tomeet him. Itis a little remarkable that 
both should-haye greeted him with the same 
words : 

* Lord, if thou hadst been here my brother 
had not died.” 

Then followed the wonderful resnrrection 
of Lazarus, 80 graphically described by St. 
John in the eleventh chapter of his Gospel. 

Shortly after this, the memorable anointing 
of the feet of Jesus by the loving Mary took 
place, an account of which may be found in 
the twelfth chapter of the same Gospel. 

It appears that, until taught by Jesus, 
Mary had been a great sinner, which caused 
some over-righteous Pharisees to complain 
that the Savious should permit her to take so 
great a liberty. In what respect she had so 
greatly sinned, we are not informed ; but her 
sins, which were many, were all forgiven. 
Simon was, perhaps, not aware of the extent 
of the friendship existing between the Lord 
and the family of Bethany—was not aware 
that Mary had sat at his feet and been in- 
structed, or he would not have ventured to 
speak as he did on the occasion refered to. 
(See St. Luke, seventh chapter, from thirty- 
seventh to fiftieth verse.) 

How great achange bad the religion of 
Jesus wrought upon the once sinful but now 
loveable Mary. She had, perhaps, been 
thought leas worthy than her staid and nota- 
ble sister, Martha, but she had now given her 
heart wholly to the Savior, and “ loved much,” 
because much had been forgiven. The sis- 
ters of Bethany doubtless remained true and 
faithful to their Lord, even unto the end; and 
are now with their once resurrected brother, 
basking in the glorious sunlight of the unfad- 
ing smiles of their risen REDEEMER.
